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RULES; AUTOPATCH USE CLARIFIED 


While in many areas of the country, 
hams are still trying to decide how 
and why an autopatch should be in- 
stalled, the growing pains here in 
Phoenix eventually produced a split 
in the membership of the Arizona 
Repeater Association over inter- 
pretation of FCC rules as they 
apply to "commercially oriented" 
calls. 


This prompted a call to Mr. John 
Johnston, K3BNS, Chief of the Rules 
& Legal Branch of FCC in Washington 
D.C. in July. Specific examples 

of autopatch calls heard here in 
Phoenix were passed along in the 
hopes that a clearer interpretat- 
ion could be given to us. Mr. 
Johnston was very helpful, and we 
hope that what was learned infor- 
mally here can be found helpful 
nationwide. 


When asked about a call to a ham- 
burger stand, ordering burgers, 
fries, and soft drinks, Mr. John- 
ston replied that while the call 
is innocent enough, it fazls on 
the side of the interpreted line 
as not permitted. Recent court 
rulings have prompted the Com- 
mission to act on the Prohibitive 
Practices section (97.112) and the 
following information was given to 
us during our conversation with 
Mr. Johnston. 


Autopatch calls to commercial es- 
tablishments are permitted, pro- 
viding that the purpose of the call 
involves, at least in part, the 
welfare of a person or persons. A 
non-routine call to a commercial 
establishment, such as to a motel 

(a one-of-a-kind situation) while 
traveling in another city to find 

a room, is permitted. ( A WA6 was 
cancelled while looking for a room 
a couple weeks ago, merely stating 
"That call is illegal" - then didn't 
sign his own call, and cancelled the 
6. We are still trying to get a 
make from the recorder, and when 

we do.....). Freely translatéd, 
this means that a call to an auto 
parts store fot a stranded motor- 
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ist is permitted. The same call 
made to find a particular color of 
seat covers is not permitted, since 
it obviously involves no one's 
welfare. A call to a local elec- 
tronics parts store looking for a 
mike cord is permitted, while the 
same call looking for a color pic- 
ture tube would not be permitted. 
It was implied that a discussion 
of price on the autopatch should 
be avoided.

BUTTON-PLUCKERS 


Everyone hates the habitual "but- 
ton-plucker" who haunts repeaters. 
Take care that you con't get trap- 
ped in that unholy category. Since 
hams are proud of their calls, we 
fail to understand what breed of 
cat it is that commits such violat- 
ions of the regulations by refusal 
to identify, but the important 
thing is to make sure that the very 
few “bad apples" don't spoil other 
hams. Here's how to avoid becom- 
ing a "button-plucker" - just get 

a good grip on the microphone when 
you have switched to the repeater, 
push the button and make your call! 
Guess what? It works! Everything 
will be legal, the control stations 
won't be precipitated into a state 
of cardiac arrest and you'll be 
free of having a guilty conscience 
and a fear of visitors with blood 
in their collective eyes!

An indignant amateur whose name 
shall remain anonymous asked me on 
the air recently "Why is it that 
none of the messages I send out 
ever reaches its addressee?' Your 
Route Manager was, needless to say, 
somewhat taken back by this query, 
but I began my response with the 
obvious questions: "Have you always 
included a complete address?", 
"What net (s) took your traffic?", 
etc. His answers satisfied me 

that his messages had been properly 
originated, so it appeared that 
other amateurs in the National 
Traffic System had failed to handle 
his traffic properly. We were un- 
able to "pin the blame" on any 
specific individual for the break- 
down of the system, so the matter 
had to be left hanging. 


So, what do you do when you find 

_ that your traffic isn't getting 
through to its destination? One 
means of following a message along 
its series of relay stations is 

to use the "HXD" handling instruct- 
ion. This requires every station 
handling your message to send you 
a confirmation message that names 
the stations from who it was re- 
ceived and to whom it was sent, 
plus times and dates for each 
relay. When you receive back 
these reports, you'll know the 
sequence of stations who handled 
your message and be able to "zero 
in" on the problem. At this point 
you must originate a tactful mes- 
sage to the last station who re- 
ceived your message and inguire as 
to its status, thus reminding that 
station that he has “dropped the 
bali® 


Such procedures should not really 
be necessary with a well-greased 
machine such as the National Traf- 
“fic System, but unfortunately 

there are a few stations who need 

a little prodding. I have a "gut" 
feeling, however, that non-deliver- 
ed messages are usually the fault 
of the final delivering station. 
That amateur may be unable to lo= 
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cate a telephone number for the 
addresses. (That's why telephone 
numbers should be included with 
all message addresses). Or he may 
be unwilling to spare the time and 
postage for mailing the message. 
The disservice that such an atti- 
tude creates for amateur radio is 
outrageous, but is not uncommon.

All members are urged to contact 
their directors to express their 
views concerning the recent FCC 
notice of proposed rule making, 
concerning amateur emergency com- 
munications (Docket 19723), and 
Call sign availability (Docket 
20092). The latter would enable 
extra class license holders to 
obtain the call of their choice 
(subject to its availability) with- 
out a tenure requirement and upon 
payment of the usual fee, but 
would withdraw the long-standing 
practice of assigning to radio 
clubs the calls of deceased mem- 
bers. 


The recent relaxation in log keep- 
ing requirements results from a 
revision of Part 97.103 of the FCC 
regulations, appears to be meeting 
with general approval, although 
many amateurs indicate an intent- 
ion to continue to log useful data 
beyond the minimum information 

now required by the Commission. 


We regret to report that the Gold- 
water bill designating National 
Amateur Radio Week, which had been 
adopted by the Senate, died for 
lack of action in the House Judic- 
iary Committee, apparently because 
of the committee's preoccupation 
with the Watergate matter. Never- 
theless, this year marks the first 
time the bill cleared either branch 
of Congress, and the effort will 
be resumed in 1975. 


AS most area DXers are well aware, 
Kingman Reef has been added to the 
ARRL Countries List. Its avail- 
ability for OSO was marked by a 
brief visit during late June by a 
California group signing KP6KR.

Several major changes have been 
made in the system this month, The 
receiver was given a class AA tune- 
up by Sparky, WYANO and broadened 
out so that it will accept a little 
Over 5 ke deviation on weak signals. 
The band pass was extended on each 
Side of center to allow stations 
who are off frequency a little to 
get in better. 


The carrier operated relay circuit 
was changed so that unless you have 
a copyable signal, you cannot ac- 
tivate the repeater. The antenna 
change relay was taken out and a 
desensing circuit put in it's 

place to desense the system dur- 
ing times of intermod or inter- 
ferance, 


Only time will tell how the new 
circuits will work, but they appear 
to be a great improvement over what 
we had before. -We still have a 
small amount of popping noise in 
the repeater that we have not been 
able to locate yet, but like 
Maverick says "we're working on it! 
Work on the new 28/88 is at a stand- 
still due to lack of help. We 
should get busy and get this system 
completed by the end of summer.

The following is quoted from a 
recent ARRL Directors letter to 
show that our Friendly Cousin 
Charlie is doing something to try 
to improve things for that other 
radio hobby group: This week the 
Commission acted in several areas 
involving CB. Although we do not 
yet have all details, we understand 
there was an Order finalizing the 
proposal to allow antennas 60 feet 
in height; a proposal to add new 
channels for a total of 70, using 
Spectrum up to 27,570 KHz, and em- 
phasizing single sideband - with 
double sideband to be phased out 
in five years; a proposal relaxing 
restrictions on permissible com- 
munications (i.e., moving in the 
direction of hobby use); and a 
proposal to prohibit the manufac-— 
ture or sale of single-band ampli- 
fiers intended for CB use."
